THE GROWING HABIT OF THRIFT 


Starting well into this year, the school children have now in, a 


local building-association almost $10,000 in savings.accounts. This 
:« an average,of hear $1.50 for each child of school age. Certainly, 
ihc i>lan was most in favor, that is the deposits weekly were largest 
in the novelty of it, but today, the savings are over $200 a week, and 
the probability is that these will grow steadily rather than diminish. 
It is found that quite a number o£ families are storing by something 
through the'children. That is while the deposits are made in the 
child's name tlie parent is using it for the sake of convenience and 
because there is a reluctance to let it be known that savings are be- 
ing laid by in so small sums as a'qua'rter or, a dime.a week. .-.There 
ought, however, to be no such feeling. The Highest of all economic 
virtues is thrift, and the great moral virtues of prudence and sacri- 
fice, or self-denial, in the highest degree at that too, in instances like 
those just referred to because it is harder to save a small sum .than 
it is a large, because.the saving of the first represents an actual depri- 
vation, while the larger is merely withholding from indulgence. 


In this connection, it occurs to The Times to offer a-suggestion. 


It was noted in the'news'columns, yesterday, that the shoe'factories, 
to enable their employees to better.cope with high prices, had de- 
vised to distribute to .them every Jour months a sum equal to ten 
percent of their earnings. Why would it not be a good idea to pay 
this amount in {savings deposit certificates! Not, however, .tying any 
strings whatsoever to the payine'nt.'but drawing the check so that 
the employeee::would be at absolute liberty-to do whatsoever-he 
pleased with it, transfer it, cash it, go elsewhere to deposit the 
amount called for, or leaving it as issued, it would be a savings ac- 
count and bear interest until such time as he should choose to with- 
draw it. To some extent this suggestion may seem in a manner.offU 
tious, but it is offered with only the -best motives. There is no other 
fliiss in all the city's-,myriads of t wage-earners that have been 
more frugal and provident tliau the 
shoeworkers. 
They 
have 


played a noble part in giving Portsmouth its best reputation, a 
home owning eity, but yet there must be some among them that1 are 
not fully impressed, with the importance of savings" and a -rare 
opportunity is. here presented to give them a lesson in its won- 
derful power. The increase of-ten per cent in itself is instructive. 
As an investment it is recognized as the limit of reasonable safety. 
If every one saved ten per cent of his earnings pauperism would 
practically become unknown. For saving is a habit that 
grows 


anil increases and interest .is a tireless accuralator. - : '

who do not need it-. It is a fact that the cost of all commodities is 
stron»ly advancing, but it is also a fact, really of more consc-

statps were the people so thrifty, that is actually laying by a pro- 
vision airainsfr the possibilities of the future. And the most joy- 
ful feature of all is that of all. th«millions of savings that arc be- 
in" deposited in the banks and" building associations, tlie great bulk 
is by wage earners. The Tjmcs.wants to see Portsmouth peerless 
in nil Ilii'n'-'s, above everything else,, a city of savers and 
home-
